Justice of th e Peace T. J. Cade, 
B lanket, said all evidence indicat­ 
ed th a t Mr. Lappe had hanged 
him self. 
A m etal tub was near the h an g ­ 
ing body, and it was believed th a t 
Lappe had stepped off th e tub a f­ 
ter attach in g the rope to a fork 
of the large m esquite tree near 
his barn. 
He had arisen around 5 a. m. 
and started a fire in the kitchen 
stove. Then he had gone to the 
bam to atten d to his m orning 
chores. 
W hen his wife had breakfast 
ready, she called for M t . Lappe. 
but he did not respond. T heir son 
w ent out and found th e hanging 
corpse of his father. 
No Know n Motive- 
Justice Cade said there was no 
definitely know n reason for Lappe 
to have hanged him self, but it 
m ight have been due to worry 
over th e war. 
The fam ily—consisting of the 
couple and their son—leased th e 
farm on which they lived from D. 
E. Crisp, paying cash rental. They 
had lived there for three years 
and were believed to be in “above 
average” circum stances lor re n t­ 
ers, friends said.
